TIFFIN, O., Jan. 4.—The fast train on 
the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, which 
left Kew York at 9 o'clock yesterday 
morning for Chicago, with five coaches 
and four sleepers^ all well filled with pas- 
sengers, collided with an east bound 
freight, seven miles east of this city, 
about 4 o'clock this morning. The fast 
train was about fifty minutes late and 
was running at 
the rate 
of 
sixty 
miles 
an 
hour. 
Passing 
Repub- 
lic, a small 
station, like 
a flash, 
it rushed along to the curve,; one mile 
west of that town, when suddenly the 
engineer saw a freight train under full 
headway within ICO yards of him. 
He 
at once applied the brakes and reversed 
the engine but it did n^ good. The next 
instant the crash came, telescoping the 
coaches and piling them upon each oth 
eir. 
To add coBsteroation to the horn 
ble scene a fire broke out in the smoking 
oar and soon spread to the other cars. 


Many were killed - outright, while 
others, wedged in among the broken 
cars, were slowly consumed by the 
flames. 
The ecr-eams of the .woundec 
and dying were' heart rending, but no 
assiàtance could be ^ven until a farmer, 
awakened by the crash, came and with 
other neighbors, worked like heroes 
save the perishing. 


At this writing nineteen dead bodies 
have been recovered and thfey lie burned 
and disfigured in the snow beside the 
track. 
Help was sent from Bepublic. 
and this citv as soon as the news was re- 
ceived. It is a fearful sight jwd re.QaJls 
the Ashtabula horror of the winter of 
1877. It is impossible to gi^i«:lhe names 
of the ^ é d or wounded at this time. 
The cause is as vet unknown.. 


STOBY OF AN BTB WITNESS. 


TOIIKDO, Jan. 4.—Mr. Charles P . Fall 
and wife, of Detroit, who were in the 
wrecked Baltimore and Ohio train this 


to 


morning, passed through ¡here at noon. 
! tfr. Fall gives this account of the 
disaster: 


At 2:15 this morning he was awakened 
by being thrown violently from the 
berth. The train consisted of an engine, 
baggage car, one coach and two sleepers. 
The train collided with an east bound 
freight, which had got started, a mile 
west of Bepublic and eight miles east of 
Tiffin. The two engines were totally 
wrecked. 
The coach was telescoped 
into the baggage car so completely that 
the two oars were entirely crushed 
into the space of one. The two sleepers 
did 
not 
leave 
the 
track. 
The 
telescoped 
oars 
caught 
fire 
from 
stove 
andv 
the 
mangled 
and crushed passengers imprisoned in 
the shattered wreck shrieked in agony 
as the flames proceeded with their work 
of destruction. 
The engineer ai^d fire- 
man of the freight leaped and saved 
themselves before the collision. 
The 
engineer of the express, named East- 
man, had his leg broken and sustained a 
severe wound in the shoulder. His fire- 
man was caught between tne engine and 
tender and died in a few minutes. 
The 
uninjured passengers and residents of 
the neighborhood set to work to aid the 
wounded passengers in the burning oar», 
rescuing all who could be reached. 
Up to the time Mr. Fall left, at 5 
'clock, eight dead bodies were taken 
from the wreck. 
The baggageman of 
the express was thrown through the 
roof of his car, escaping with a broken 
leg. The express messenger was killed 
instantly. No one in the sleeper» was 
injured in the least. 
Among the pas- 
sengers in the sleepers were Mrs. Fish, 
of Joliet, HL, sister of General Logan, 
and her son, Charles. Neither were in- 
jured. The shook was so teriffic that 
fanners in the neighborhood took it to 
be an earthquake aod m&t% soon at the 
wreck. 


In the confusion of the wreck, a hot 
dispute arose among the train men as to 


the responsibility for the disaster. 
It 
appears that the freight train was run- 
ning on the time of the express. 
The 
engineer was heard to remark that he 
had left the last siding with only forty 
pounds of steam and on the up grade, 
east of Tiffin, his engine went back on 
him and the train stalled. 
No danger 
signals were sent out ahead and the ex- 
press, running at full speed^down grade 
and around the curve, had no warning 
of the impending. disaster until an in- 
stant before the collision. 


THE LILST OF KUIIED. 


TOIIEDO, Ohio, Jan. 4.-^The total 
number of passengers on thé wrecked 
Baltimore and Ohio train was sixty-five. 
Ten d^id bodies have been taken out 
and three more are believed to be in 
the wreck. The names of the dead as 
far as identified are as follows: 
F. C. Bartley, Washmgton. 
Wm. Frederick, Washington. 
The fireman of the express. 
Joseiph Osttrman and two sons, Mar- 
tinsburg, W. Va. 


Mrs. Osterman and two children were 
saved. 


The smoker was entirely ôonsùmed 
and all the passengers in it were killed. 
About a dozen wounded passengers have 
been taken to Bepublic where they are 
being cared for by citizens.

He is Knocked Out by the Supreme 
Court—Colonel Robertson Will 
Take His Seat. 


Another Frightful Bailroad Accident. 


SPBINOFIELD, Mass., Jan. 
4.—The 
Modoc passenger train from Albany 
which should have arrived here about 5 
a. m.. was pecked at West Springfield. 
It collided with a freight train, 
the 
wreck taking fira. The latest from the 
wreck is that ^ one passenger and one 
si eeping 4ar 
totally burned and sev. 
eral people vèry'badly injured but none 
are reported killed. 
The Modoc con- 
sisted of one baggage, one mail, two 
sleepèrs and several passenger cars, and 
is an express from Àlbany to Boston. 
An an axle of one of the cars on the ex- 
press train broke and threw the remain- 
der of the train against a freight train 
passing on the track néxt to it, which 
threw engine and tender of the freight 
train from the tra<^. The engineer and 
firemen of the freight were badly in- 
jured, the engineer being caught be- 
tween the engine and tender. 
Those 
mo(>t injured on. the express were the 
occupants of the smoking car. 
Conduc- 
tor Chapin, of the Modoc, was injured 
and has been brought to his home here. 
The more seriously injured passengers 
were carried to houses in the vicinity 
and are being cared for by physicians 
from this city. 


The weather is very cold, with the 
mercury at zero. Later re ports say that 
two persons were killed, one being 
burned to death and ten cnr more seriously 
injured. All is confusion and correct in- 
formation is hard to obtain. 
Fourteen 
first-class Chicago and western mail 
pouches and seventy-three pouches of 
second-class matter were entirely burned. 
These contained much registered mat- 
ter and were destined for all parts of 
eastern New England. 
Two corpses 
were on the train and one was entirely 
consumed. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Jan. 4.—The supreme 
court this morning affirmed the decision 
of the lower court in the lieut^ant gov- 
ernorship case, in the effect declaring 
that Green Smith, the democratic claim- 
ant. had no standing in the court and 
must go to the senate for his rights, if 
he has any.

A BBMOOBATIO CAUCUS. 


A democratic conference was held at 
the Grand hotel last night. It was at- 
tended by Hon. Joseph E. McDonald, 
Hon. Daniel W. Voorhees, Governor 
Gray, Congressmen Bynum and Matson, 
Hon William H. English, Chairman 
Henderson and other members of the 
state 
central 
committee, the state 
officers, ex-Speaker Jewett, Bepresenta- 
tiye Gordon and 28 senators. After 
some preliminary formalities, the meet- 
ing became informal, and theire was. a 
free intercbange of opinion as to legisla 
tive policy. All present spoke confident- 
ly of feeling able to maintain the rights 
of democifets, and it was the. unanimous 
sentiment that by standing together the 
party would "hold the fort." 


The scramble for the various legisla- 
tive positions has begun with great vigor. 
From present indications the republi- 
can slate for the house will be Sayre, of 
Wabash, for speaker; W. H, Smith, for 
clerk; U. Z. Wiley, of Benton, for as- 
tant clerk, and either Editor Schraeder, 
of the Huntington Argus^ or Major J. J. 
Finney, of Richmond, for doorkeeper. 
Other candidates for cl»k are: 
O. M. 
Wileon, of this city, and Theodore 
McCoy, of Washington. 
For assistant 
clerk, Frank W. Rawles, of Allen county; 
T. E. Carter, of Jackson; John W. Wil- 
son, of Kosciusko. 
For doorkeeper, 
John Keys, of Henry; John Coates, of 
Randolph; S. T. Yancey, of Hancock; 
Klein Shryock^. of Fulton, and pthers. 
the contest of speakership has narrowed 
down to Messrs. Sayre and Gardner, 
both of whom are already here. 


Among the democrats there are a hun- 
dred or more candidates for senate posi- 
tions. Jason Brown is spoken of as the 
latest aspirant for the secretaryship, 
while Henry Clay Darnell, of Putnam 
county, and Theodore Moss, Bloomfield, 
are thought to be the most formidable 
candidates, although Ex-senator Smith, 
of Jay, and Thomas L. Catterson, of 
Mitchell, are willin'.

PROF. W J . YOCÜM. 


He Deliyen a Great Lecture Before tbe 
Teachers of Whitley Coanty. 


Prof. W. F. Tooam, president of the 
Fort Wayne M. £. college, r ^ a great 
paper before the teachers of Whitley 
county at their institute held at Colom- 
bia City. 
His theme was the "Profes- 
sion of Teaohipg and its Influence Upon 
the Teacher."- He put the question of 
whether the "profession of teaching' 
had a ^ d e n c y to bring the teacher to a 
premature grave? 


He first spoke on the affirmative side 
of the question. 
The first cause he 
stated was that the air of the school 
room was very finjurious to the health 
of the occupants. 
Ko doubt, if the 
lungs of the teacher are not stronng the 
destruction will be hastened by the in- 
halation of the impure air of tiie school 
room. 


The strain or feeling of responsibilty, 
he said, was a drain on his m^atal force. 
He noticed the great and unjust amount 
of labor exacted by some school prin<^ 
pals of the teachers under their direc- 
tion. 
He claimed the nature of the 
teacher's work was not of the character 
to develop his mind. 
The profession of 
teaching, he said, left some mark by 
which the person was identified. 
More 
so with the ladiee, who grew more rasp- 
ish and dispirited as they progressed. 
Poor pay was another impediment to the 
weUare of the teacher. 


Men of ali other professions had 
"housas and lands" but the teacher had 
"not where to lay his head." 
He said 
tlie sentiment sometimes prevails that 
he is too iazy to do anything else. 
From this consideration of the question 
the profession looked rather discour- 
agii^g, but he turned to the negative of 
the question. 
He said the difficulty of 
impure air coilld be overcome by the 
proj^er ventilation of the school room. 


The tendency of the teacher's work as 
destructive to scholarship could be 
overcomia if the proper e:^rt was put 
forth. He should labor to advance be- 
yond the limits of the text books, which 
he taught from day to day. 
Oet down 
to the bottom of the subject, he said, 
as all sciences have a common root. 


Let the teacher, he said, get away 
from the routine of his work. 
Take 
frequent excursions into t^e country 
and there behold the beauties of nature. 
As to his pay he would get along with 
what it was. After all he concluded that 
by proper care and study on the part of 
the teacher^e could place his name high 
on the scroll of honor.

THE instnimeiit to be used to de« 
termine whether butter is butter or 
oleomargarine, is oleomargarine is a 
glass tube half an inch in diameter and 
is six inches long, having degree marks 
on its circumference. . With it is a, tin 
tube an inch and a quarter in diameter. 
To make the test the tin tube is filled 
with water heated to a temperature of 
180 degrees, and the glass tube is filled 
with the article to be inspected. 
If it 
is genuine butter the result will show 
the butter to melt to a liquid oil, and in 
the bottom of the tube a whitish curd 
or cheese will be deposited to the 
amount of about three-tenths as indi- 
cated by the se^le marked on the tube, 
and the remainder of the contents will 
be pure oil. 
In the case of a test of 
butterine the result is quite different. 
The .^ame j^ocess is gone through with, 
but the per cent, of deposit or curd, 
will be very small, and tiny flakes ad-r 
here to the sides of the tube, and the 
greater portion of the tube's contents 
will be oil, quite different in appeM> 
ance, as the butter oil is transparent 
and the butterine oil 
translucent.

Captain White made a few broad 
and sensible suggestions, urging una- 
nimity and spirit in a movement that 
bodes evil to no one, but successful, 
business-like competition and prosperity 
to Fort Wayne and its business men. 
The speaker again reviewed the business 
field, complimented our merchants and 
manufacturers, insisting that the city 
was not fdiead as its advantages warrant. 
He knew it could boast of greater pro- 
gress than cities and towns about, but Fort 
Wayne should lead. 
He advised that 
we court trade from the country about 
and provide such inducements as will 
bring it hère. Captain White is the life 
of the meeting. 
He never sits down, 
never permits the proceedings to lag and 
is always urging progress. His activity 
prompted the proceedings, and every- 
thing took shape for the promotion of a 
Meichonts' Exchange, having perma- 
nent headquarters, a capital stock and 
initiation fees, and monthly revenues 
sufficient to maintain the association in 
modest circumstances. 


Judge John Morris and Hon. R. C. 
Bell submitted an intelligent statement 
of the gravel road laws; Mr. A. S. 
Lauferty read a ' form of organization 
drafted by his committee. The articles 
provide that the name shall be "Fort 
Wayne Business Men's Exchange." The 
meetings of the exchange shall be held 
every Monday evening, and shall be 
open every Monday, Wednesday and

o'clock. 
The officers shall be a presi- 
dent, vice president, treasurer, financial 
secretary, corresponding secretary uid 
three trustees.

Any one eighteen years of age shall be 
eligible to membership. No intoxicants 
shall be permitted on the premises, and 
any member may forfeit the charter if 
this section is ever repealed. 


A committee, consisting of Messrs. M. 
N. Jacobs, A. S. Lauferty and A. F. 
Glutting, was appointed to solicit signa- 
tures to the plan of organization, so that 
a charter may be secured, and a commit- 
tee of seven WM also appointed to se- 
cure subscriptions to the capital stock of 
the exchange. The committee consisted 
of F. Alderman, J, M. Coombs, G. W. 
Pixley, D. C. Fisher, S. B. Bond, J. H. 
Bass and A. C. Treiitman. 
The pres- 
ent plan of organization anticipates a 
capital stock of $4,000 in shares of $20, 
adding to non-stockholders an initiation 
fee of §10 and monthly " dues of fifty 
cents. 


There was some discussion of the 
gravel road question and the grain in- 
terests but inasmuch as the railroad 
committee were given further time to 
act on the question of elevators this mat- 
ter will come up again. 
After the sub- 
mission of a proposition to the county 
commissioners to purchase a mile of the 
May sville gravel road and a resolution 
looking to the return of the Wabash head- 
quarters here, the D>eeting adjourned 
until next Tuesday night.
